Opposition to. League of 
Nations and Universal 
Military Training Are 
Among Tenets Set Forth 
in Card. 


Thomas W.. ‘Hardwick, forme: 
United States senator, Monday gave 
out @ statement to the press which 
outlines the platform on which he 
will make his race for governor of 
Georgia in the approaching white 
democratic primary, his announce- 
ment for the race having been made 


Saturday. 
Principal amons the tenets he 


sets forth in his platform are oppo- 
sition to the league of nations and 
universal military training. He also 
states as planks freedom of speech, 
“a return to the principles of gov- 


ernment of Washington and Jeffer- 
son,” freedom of the press, rigid 
separation of church and state and 
states’ rights. He also declares his 
opposition to “entangling alliances 
with foreign governments,” to “‘gov- 
ernment by injunction” and election 
“slush funds.” 

His platform urges the extension 
of the state school system to give 
every child fn the state an oppor- 
tunity to go to school, and as a 
means to this end, he states his 
indorsement of higher salaries for 
teachers. He announced, in his 
statement that he would speak on 
the principles of his platform in as 
many sections of the state as he 
possibly can. 

Clifford W. Walker, who resigned 
as attorney general to) make the 
race, and John N, Holder, former 
speaker of the house, are the two 
other candidates who have an- 
nounced for the race.

not agree with the opinions of those in 
authority, have been censored and sup- 
pressed, under the provisions of a disgrace- 
ful espionage law that insults the tradi- 
tions and endangers the liberties of a free 
people. Ever since the war has ended the 
effort persists at with 
ercasing force and volume, to muzzle the 
press and to limit its freedom—to penalize 
opinion and to stifle its utterance. This 
ia intolerable and indefensible. It strikes 
at the very roots of free institutions.

2.75 PER CENT BEER 


LEGAL BEVERAGE 
IN NEW YORK STATE 


Albany, N. Y., May 24.—The Wal- 
ker bill, legalizing the manufac- 
ture and sale of beer containing 
not more than 2.75 per cent of alco- 
hol by weight, was signed by Gov- 
ernor Smith today. 

The manufacture and sale of such 
beer is not legal in the United 
States, and unless it is so declared 
by the supreme court, it is doubtful 
whether thig state will become an 
oasis, as supporters of the Walker 
measure had hoped. 

By the terms of the measure, to 
which the governor affixed his sig- 
nature with the declaration that he 
felt inclined to accept the decision 
of the legislature that 2.75 per cent 
beer is: non- -intoxicating, such : liquid 
refreshment may be sold in cities of 
the first and second class, in res- 
taurants and hotels meeting certain 
specifications: where it is sold in' 
stores, it may not be drunk-on the}, 
premises. The bill absolutely does 
away with the saloon.

\Falls From W iebaal 


M. Deschanel Tumbled 
Into Bed of Sand and Es- 
ca Serious Hurt, 
Though Badly Bruised. 


Montargis, France, May 24.—Paul 
Deschanel, president of the French 
republic, fell from a window of his 
train when it was a. short distance 
from here last night. The train 
was moving at the time, but after 
his fall M. Deschanel walked a 
mile and a quarter in the darkness 
until he-met a track worker. 

‘The workman accompanied the 
president to a signal station near- 
by and telephoned to this city for 
an automobile, which arrived with- 
in half an hour. 

en he approached the track 
worker. the injured man said: , 

“I was on the. presidential train 
and fell out of it while it was mov- 
ing. That which will surprise you 
more, however. is the fact that I am 
Monsieur Deschanel. president of 
the republic.” 

M. Deschanel, upon his: arrival 
here, received first medical atten- 
tion: some two or three hours after 
the accident~ Physicians found he 
had suffered no injuries sufficient 
to cause anxiety, although he was 
bruised and lacerated. AS a precau- 
tionary measure, anti-tetanus s8e- 
rum was injected by a surgeon. 

~ Tried _ to Open Window. 

President Deschanel, explained 
that he had been unable te sleep 
in his compartment of the private 
car in which he was traveling, be- 
cause of the heat, and that about 11 
o’clock last night, shortly after the 
train had pulled out of Montargis, 
he tried to open a window to se- 
cure more ventilation. 

The window stuck and M. Descha- 
nel said he applied all his strength 
to open it. Then. suddenly the 
window gave way and he pitched 
out of the car onto the track iin 
the darkness, the train going on. 

The president had suffered a ‘ge- 
vere attack of grippe Saturday 
night, and it had been questioned 
for a time if the journey to Mon- 
brisson, where he was to dedicate 
a monument to. Senator Reymond, 
a French aviator who.was killed 
during the war, should not be can- 
celled. The president, however, 
had insisted upon making the 
journey. : ; 

It- was because of his illness that 
all the windows of the presiden- 
tial compartment. had been tight- 
ly closed. | 

At noon today. it was announced 
here that the president's condition 
was as satisfactory as possibly 
could be. The doctors had round 
seratcthes upon his face, hands and 
legs and some bruises upon the 
body, but no injury of a serious 
nature. 

In telling of his experience after 
his fall, President Deschanel said 
he found that he had been greatly 
shaken up and was bleeding from 
some of his injuries. He satisfied 
himself. however, that no bones 
had been broken, and then followed 
painfully after the train on foot 
until he met the workman. 

' Attired Only in Pajamas. 

The president,‘ who had retired 
some time before the accident oc- 
curred, was attired only in his pa- 
\jamas, and. was barefooted and 
in -his injured con- 
dition, he pladded along the rail- 
way. 
kortunately the train was run- 
ning at a comparatively slow speed 
when the president’s fall occurred, 
not more than twenty to twenty- 
five miles an hour, and the execu- 
tive chanced to fall into a bed of

“When M. Deschanel reached Mon- 
targis he insisted upon telephoning 
personally to his wife at the presi- 
dential residence in Paris,’ that he 
was not badly injured. 

Meanwhile, with those on board 
entirely ignorant that any accident 
had-befallen the executive, the ex- 
ecutive train was speeding along on 

* Montbrisgon, and it was 

salf an hour bfore_ the 
train was Yee to arrive at its desti- 
nation tha * the disappearance of 
the president.was discovered. 

At that hour the president's valet 
knocked at the presidential com- 
partment. His repeated knocks pro- 
ducing no response ‘he finally 
opened the door of the compart- 
ment. finding it empty and an iun- 
usually ares window in it open. 

The bewildered valet ran through 
the train, creating a scene of con- 
sternation by snauting. “the presi- 
dent has disappeared.” 

President Back in Paris. 


President Deschanel returned to 
the Elysee palace this evening aft- 
¥ his miruculous escape from death. 

he president looked. not much the 
worse for his experience. 

M. Deschanel, who was accompa- 
nied on the trip by automobile pene 
Montargis by Madame Deschanel and 
Premier Millerand, alighted from 
the vehicle Ww the Elysee yard with- 
out help. ,His face was not ban- 
daged, but/ showed the marks of the 
accident. ° 

Premier Millerand said to the cor- 
respondent: “You may. tell your 
people in America that the presi- 
dent is sound physically and men- 
tally. Only a few scratches remain 
of the cone ines experience he under- 
went, President Deschanel is feel- 
ing $0 good that he insists on pre- 
siding over the council of minis- 
ters which is scheduled to be’ held 


tomorrow.” 

“It is fantastic,” M. Millerand 
said again. “I have advised the 
president to retire to Rambéuillet 
for a few weeks, bécause it.is only 
on the morrow that he will*feel 
the reaction from the strange ex- 
perience he has gone through.” 

A communique was issued from 
the foreign office to the effect t " 
the president would preside at the 
council of ministers tomorrow, how- 
ever. 

Throughout Paris and even in of- 
ficial circles the failing health cf 
the president is ascribed as con- 
tributing to the accident. The train 
was rounding a curve when M. 
Deschanel opened the window. The 
president himself told M. L’Her- 
mitte, ‘his chief of cabinet, this 
morning that he was suddenly over- 
ceme with dizziness and recollected 
nothing until he regained conscious- 
ness lying along the roadway. 


Caused Paris to Laugh. 


The. president was. much embar-/ 
rassed by his personal appearance, 
which was the first thought that 
flashed through his mind when he 
recovered consciousness. M. Desch- 
anel, president of. the republic, has 
been noted for his immaculate,dress 
and dignity. His was the last word 
in fashionable apparel, and the pic- 
ture of the president walking dow7 
the. railroad track. in amas, 
disheveled and barefooted, has ac- 
tually appealed to the boulevard 
Parisian sense of humor.

Prior to 1901, party nominations 
were voluntary, and outside of stat- 
utory law. a 
By an act approved October 21, 
1901, (see acts 1890-'91, yolume 1, 
page 110) the legislature assumed 
jurisdiction fer the first time of 
party primary elections and con- 
ventions, an sought to protect 
them by punishing fraud commit- 
ted in connection therewith, — 

The only parts of that act spe- 
clally pertainent to the issue now 


before us are substantially as fol- 


lows: 

The primary elections and con- 
ventions “shall be’ presided aver 
and conducted in the manner and 
form prescribed by the rules of the 
political parties,” ete. 

The returns of the election were 
to be certified and transmitted “to 
the person or persons designated 
by the rules of the party,” etc. 

In 1907 (see acts 1907, page 98) 
an act was passed requiring a ma- 


jority vote in certain primary elec- 
tions. The original bill was évi- 
dently intended, in the first in- 
stance, to apply to all officers in 
the etate. 

But by a proviso ita application 
wag restricted to “municipal .of- 


ficers in cities havine a population 
of 75,000 and upwards as ascertain- 
ed by the cengus of the Wnited 
States last taken.” 

This proviso limited the require- 
ments of a majority vote-to munici- 
pal officera in Atlanta alone, since 
no other city in Georgia had over 
Lpen A population under the census 
o 


Next came the act of 1908 (see 
acts 1908, page 55) which required 
that primary elections for “gover- 


nor, statehouse officers, members 
of congress, United States senators, 
judges of the superior courts, jus- 
tices of the supreme court and court 
of appeals, solicitor generals and 
members of the general assembly,” 
should be held on the same day

Palmer Entitled to the Delegation, 

No one questions that Mr. Pal- 
mer received the plurality of-the 
county unit votes. 

A necsssary consequence was that 
the delegates to the national con- 
vention should be chosen from 
among those who would carry out 
the wishes of the people as ex- 
pressed by the-plurality vote. It 
was unbroken party usage for. these 


delegates to be chosen “from among 


the friends and supporters” of the 
successful candidate. However, the 
executive committee foreclosed all

Finally came the act of 1917, 
known as the Neal act (see. acts 
1917, pare 183) which regulated five 
important matters: 

1. That a plurality vote should 
control in each county, considered 
as a separate unit. 

2. That ag to all state-wide elec- 
tions, each county should be a sep- 
arate*unit and the rresult’ should. be 
determined by the combined county 
unit votes and not by the popular, 
numerical vote. 

8. That the plurality county unit 
votes should be the determining fac- 
tor in all the state-wide elections 
mentioned in the act except those 
for governor and United States sen- 
ator; and only in those two in- 
stances should a majority vote be 
necessary, which was to be evidenc- 
ed by a second primary election be- 
tween the two highest contestants 


‘in the first primary. 


4. Thatsthe primary election for 
state officers should be held ona 
particular day, namely, the second 
Wednesday in September of @ach 
year “in which there is a regular 
general election.” 

5. That it should be'the duty of 
“the estate executive committee 
elected or appeinted at such con- 
vention, or by its authority,” ete.. 
to see that the names of the party 
nominees are put on the official 
ballot at the regular election. 

Moreover, the Neal act distinctly 
recognized that except in the pri- 
mary preceding the general state 
élection, it is not necessary that 
the party authorities should eall any 
convention at all; and in tho event 
no convention was called, it was 
provided that “the declaration. of 
the result shall be made in stich 
manner as may be prescribed by 
the state committee or other au- 
thority of such party.” 

The only other legal citations 
necessary, to complete the record 
are those paragraphs of the state 
constitution of 1877 fixing the date 
of the election of governor and 
statehouse officers on the first 
Wednesday in October, 1880, and 
biennially thereafter (see code sec- 
tions 6472 and 6489). 


The Regular Bienntal State Con- 
vention, and Not the Intermediate 


Presidential Convention, Is the 
Supreme Party Authority. 

Bearing in mind the foregoing 
legal citations, it needs no detailed 
argument to show that the original 
and supreme depositary of party 
administrative power is the con- 
vention of delegates chosen in the 
primaries preceding the general 
election for yecetyor and state of- 
ficers occurring biennially in Oc- 
tober; and that the executive com- 
mittee, elected at that convention, 
is the supreme party authority to 
direct and administer the party af- 
fairs for the ensuing two years; 
and that the power of that com- 
mittee, as the administrative agent 
of the convention, is limited only 
by rules of that convention and by 
acts of the legislature. 

The last sovereign convention met 
in September, 1918. The next one 
will meet in September, 1920. In 
the interim between these two con- 
ventions the state democratic ex- 
ecutive committee is the supreme 
party tribunal. 


In pursuance of its unquestioned 
authority. the state executive com- 
mittee, which was elected at the 
state democratic convention, in Sep- 
tember, 1918, took charge of the 


primary election’ for delegates to 
the national democratic presidential 
nominatine convention at San Fran- 
cisco In June, 1920. The commit- 
tee violated no state law and no 
party rat. They, atthered to the 
nit plan; and before a sin- 
gle presidential cand‘date had en- 
tered the race, adopted the plurality 
rule, under which Georgia nomi- 
nates and elects the judges of her 
supreme court and court of appeals, 
her tate f of state. treasurer; 
comptroller, attorney general et al— 
in fact. all officers except the gov- 
ernor, the United States senator and 
the municipal officers in the city of 
Atlanta.

The “wire-pullers and thimble- 
riggers” (as Alexander Stephens 
used to call them) whe were in 


charge of manipulating the pro- 
ceedigs thought, no doubt, they 
could gain some advantage by 
keeping that report off the record; 
but every one knows the contents 


.Of the report, awarding the delega- 


tion to Palmer. These manipula- 
tors did not want to come face to 
face with that accusing document—a 
slight indication that, perhaps, 
there was yet left to some the still, 
small voice of conscience. 


The Record Made Complete. 
Nevertheless, these gentleman 
failed completely in their purpose. 
A competent stenographer, em- 


ployed by Mr. Palmer’s friends, took 
down every word of the proceedings 
of that convention; and the Palmer 
steering committee, despite the 
rulings of partisan chairmen, suc- 
ceeded in getting on the official 
files of the convention two written 
motions that are now in the hands 
of the official secretary. - 


One of those written documents 
recounted the various acts and 
rules of the state: executive com- 


mitte and the final report requir- 
ing the delegates to be selected 
from the friends and supporters of 
Palmer; and further reciting that 
the list of delegates headed by 
Thomas W. Haedwick were not 
friends and supporters of Palmer, 
but were his political enemies and 
opponents, 

The other written motion made 
similar preliminary recitals and 


contained the further recital that 
the list of delegates headed by P. 
A. Stovall were chosen from the 
friends and supporters of Palmer. 

Thus the official record was made 
complete in itself. Perhaps the 


“wire-pullers and thimble-riggers” 
were caught off their guard. 
The Anti-Palmer Delegation Per- 
sonally Disqualified to Sit in 
_ the National Convention. 
We see, therefore, that the Hard- 
wick delegation do not possess the 


personal qualifications necessary to 
take seats in the national conven- 
tion. Regardless of the number of 
voteg they got, they are personally 
disqualified under the rules of the 
state executive committee which 
were unanimously adopted, publicly 
proclaimed, and accepted, in ad- 
vance, by all three of the candi- 
dates, and in accordance with which 
the people cast their ballots. Not 
only does the record show the dis- 
qualification of the delegates head- 
ed by Hardwick, but it affirmative- 
ly shows the complete qualification 
of the delegates headed by Stovall, 
Not Theft, But Robbery. 

Let us continually bear in mind 
that this convention was not the 
regular, sovereign biennial state 
siate convention, recognized by par- 
ty usage and legislative acts, but 
that it was merely a special con- 
vention created and called in the 
Giscretion of the executive com- 
mittee. 

When, therefore, the presiding of- 
ficer of the conyention, im trying. 
vainly, to justify an erroneous rul- 
ing, said that the convention was 
the sovereign democratic body of 
Georgia, he went woefully astray 
from the facts and the law. 

Palmer led the race with the 
highest number of county unit 
votes, and wag entitled to the full 
delegation. The two defeated can- 
didates combined, and deprived him 
of every delegate. He was entitled

Washington, May 24-—(Special.)— 
Senator William J, Harris has re-- 
quested the interstate _ commerce 
commission, in view of the freight 
“jam” in the northern and western 
part of the United States, to con- 
sider the natural advantages to be 
gained by rerouting freight through 
the southeastern ports in order to 
assist in clearing up the congestion‘ 
Commenting on the general freight 
Situation and its relation to the 
southeastern ports, Senator Harris 
said: . 

“The congestion at northern ports 
has more to do with the present 
freight ja than any other single 
sfactor. the war proved to the 
country that the utilization of south- 
ern ports meant greater movements 
of traffic yith the natural conclu-+ 
sion that the business of the coun- 
try would profit." There are no 
ice-bound southeastern ports with 
a tie-up through the winter and 
the necessity of spending the whole 
summer in :work cleaning up the 
past winter’s jam. Another winter 
is upon the northern ports before 


they fiad room for ordinary move- 
ments. 


Excellent Opportunity. 


“The interstate commerce com- 
mission is using some of the emer- 
gency authority granted to it 
by the recent transportation act, 
and it has an excellent .oppor- 
tunity, by diverting freight to 
New York, to show that there are 
other ports in the country with the 
capacity to handle commerce. 

. “The freight rates granted a few 
months ago from the midwest to 
southeastern and gulf ports have 
already prevoked antagonism from 
the northern ports and the interesis 
which are back of these ports. The 
legical step is for the interstate 
CHmmerce commission to utilize, in 
thig time railroad stress, the ad- 
v tases glitch have been proven to 

e coun? through the southeast- 
rern ports. 

“A~vital cause of the present jam 
is the fact that too many exporters 
Ship their oods to Europe: and 
South America through northern 
ports. Instances can be shown 
where freight for export is routed 
through the north when the natu- 
ral. outlet, the shortest route, is 
through the south. 


Northern Ports Jammed. 


“T am informed that there are 
many miles of empty freight cars 
banked up at northern ports. New 
York should have as much freight 
as she can handle, but no more. Too 
much traffie at one port hurts the 
country as well as the port itself.

ASSASSINATION 
"OF CARRANZA 
WELL PLANNED 


Mexico City, May 24.—Rudolpho 
Herrero, traitor to his old first 
chief, whom he was ostensibly pro- 
"tecting in the flight to the Mexican 
‘coast, intended to wipe out the en- 
;tire government—president, cabinet 
‘and their supporters—in one night 
sof horror, according to the story of 
‘General Juan Amador, one of 12 
jfew soldiers who remained faithful 
*until-Carranza’s death in the moun- 
"tains. 

The plot for the wholesale 
Slaughter of these bdfficials failed 
becauise Prime Minister Berlango, 
Mario Mendez, former director gen~ 
eral of telegraphs; Pedro Farias, 
Carramza’s private secretary, and 
others of Carranza’'s official family 
were at an opposite end of the tent 
from that in which the president 
was ha’ving his last sleep. 

Ignacio Bonillas, Carranza’s own 
candidate for the presidency, also 
-marked for death, was in a tent 
apart from that of'the-first chief. 

Marked Cots in; Tent. 
Herrero’s men had‘ marked the 
cots in the tent qarefully. They 
opened a cross-fire that swept the 
tent with a fusillade of bullets, of 
which no less taan six entered Car- 
ranza’s prostrate body. The others 
in the tent, at the first sound, threw 
thiemselves on the groand and wait- 
ed‘ for the end they’ felt was not 
far away, and even believed they 
were ‘being attacked by revolution- 
aries, never dreaming that it was 
Ferrero himself who had planned 
the assassination. 

In the meantime Ignacio Bonil- 
las, wandering from his tent in @ 
daze, ran through a group of trai- 
tors. They didn’t recognize him. 
“Here’s all the money I have. Get 
me a horse,” he said, calmly. “The 
men willingly complied—and the 
former ambasSador to Washington 
was soon fleeing from the scene. 
Luis Cabrera, Carranza’s secretary 
of the treasury, eseaped because he 
was away from the camp in an at- 
tempt to recruit a force of Puebla 
Indians to augment the little oval 
group. : 

According \'to General Amador, 
Herrero’s assassins outnumbered 
the loyal soldiers by about 79 men, 
and Carranza’s forces were ham- 
pered from the start by the lack ct 
ammunition, Herrero having gath- 
ered to himself a greater part of 
the supplies, evidently planning 
ahead on the slaughter. 

The complete surprise of the at- 
tack, and Herrero’s knowledge of 
the position of every tent in camp, 
made prevention of the assassina- 
tion impossible, according to Ama- 
dor. And the effort of those who 
remained loyal to rout Herrero’s 
band was futile, because no one 
realized the treachery until it was 
too late. 

Home-Coming of Carranza. 

The home-coming of President 
Carranza came in the early hush 
of the morning. There were no 
regiments of guards to meet him. 
There were no bands of music, no 
colorful crowds to cheer; instead, 
a dingy little train of three simple 
coaches bearing the plain casket, 
crept to a,crossing near the sta- 
tion, end a few still loyal soldiers 
stepped forth, dirty sombreros in 
their. hands, as the sole’ “guard of 
honor.” 

They presented arms while the

Arrested by Obregon; 
Prosecution to Follow 
The following . message from 
General Alvaro Obregon was re- 
ceived by the United News last 
night, ‘telling of his intention to 
prosecute the betrayers of Presi- 
dent Carranza to the limit of the 
law. 


; 
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By General Alvaro Obregon. 

Mexico City, May 24.—Last night 
we arested the following persons 
who escorted the body of the late 
Senor Carranza: Generals Fran- 
cisco Murguia, Juan Barrangan, 
Marciano Gonzales, Frederico 
Montes, Pilar R. Sanchez, Fran- 
cisco L. Urquizo, Bruno Neira and 
*Francisco de R. Mariel, Colonel 
Paulina Fontes, Attorney Ger- 
zayn and Urgarte, engineer; Ig- 
nacio Bonilla, and Attorney Man- 
uel Aguierre Berlanca. 

All these persons rnsist that 
Senor Carranza was assassinated 
by Rodolfo Herrero. I call your 
attention to the fact that none of 
these generals, chiefs and offi- 
cials, who accompanied Senor 
Carranza, some of whom were 
sleeping close by him, was wound- 
ed, and that they did not uss 
their weapons to repel the at- 
tack. 

We will prosecute to the fullest 
extent of the law the persons re- 
sponsible for .the crime that has 
been perpetrated on tne late gen- 
eral-in-chief. 
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in his determination never to sur- 
render to the soldiers of the revolu- 
tion. 

The Judas role of Herrero was 
not evidenced until the party, now 
numbering altogether about 250 
men, had reached this encampment. 
It was then that the traitor, who 
had hitherto played but a minor 
part in the hegira from Mexico 
City developed his plot. 

“Now,” he told General. Amador. 
“you have arrived in my country— 
a country of which I know every 
foot. I will myself enable Carranza 
to escape, and I shall be his pro- 
tector.” 

An audience with the first chief 
was granted the. plotter. Eagerly 
he embraced the old man, making 
over and/’over again protestations 
of fealty and devotion and loyalty. 
And it was thus that he learned 
the location of the president’s cot. 

The overwhelming protestations 
should have warned the faithful;.in 
fact, there seems to have been 
some suspicion on their part that 
all was not well. Amador himself 
warned Carranza that he should be 
eareful. Carranza, . however, he- 
coming somewhat of a  fatalist, 
threw aside these fears as ground- 
less. 

“No,” he said, 
twenty-four hours God 
saved us.’’, 

Not a Word Was Spoken, 

For a long time Carranza sat, 
resting his head between his hands; 
sat silently, wearily meditating 
until 3 o'clock in the morning, 
Through these hours, in spite of 
the presence of his closest friends, 
not a word was spoken. 

Then he retired to the rest that 
Was to end 1n death. An hour later 
the assassination was an accom- 
plished fact. 

During those last meditative 
hours, Herrero had been active. The 
camp was situated in an oval-shaped 
hollow. Because of his familiarity 
with the location, the traitor wad 
been entrusted with the duty of 
placing the guards. With an as- 
Sassin’s cunning, he put the loyal 
soldiers at the end of the hollow, 
leaving the entrance unguarded so 
that he might pour his own men 
into the semi-inclosure without 
hindrance. 

¢ He was careful. too, of his own 
life and of his troope. Rather than 
take even the questionable method 
of breaking into the _ president’s 
tent, which might have resulted in 
casualties to his own men, he de- 
liberately ordered them to kill Car- 
ranza by firing through the walls 
of the tent. Thus there was no 
danger of a defense by the first 
chief’s comrades. 

General Amador and his friends 
took the body of their slain com- 
mander and did their best to hide 
the gruesome marks of the bullets. 
They were miles away from a town. 
They had no facilities to embalm 
the Shattered frame. But they did 
What thev could so that the first 
chief might go home to Mexico City 
in state—that the people of the cap- 
ital might see the former: president 
of the United States of Mexico and 
know what traitors had done to 
him. 

Carranza’s funeral will be held at 
his former home tomorrow after- 
noon at 4 o’clock. Burial will be in 
the -Dolores cemetery—the Ceme- 
tery of Sorrow—at 5:30 o'clock. 

Carranza Only Victim. 

. Mexico City, May 24.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—President «Carran- 
za alone was killed during the 
misty morning hours of May 21 in 
the tiny mountain hamlet of Tlar- 
calautongo, state of Puebla, it be- 
came known today. First reports 
Stated that six others met death, 
and later this was reduced ta one, 
General Pascual Morales y Molina. 
It was confirmed today that the 
latter is still alive. 

This shrinkege in the reported 
‘asualties is commented upon as 
conflicting sharply with the state- 
ment in telegrams sent by General 
Juan Barranga, signed by about 
thirty other eompanions of Carran- 
za,.in which the resistance offered 
by the president's escort was em- 
phasized. 

While scores of theories regard- 
ing Carranza’s death are being air- 
ed here, among them as assassina- 
tion with intent to discredit the rev- 
olutionary movement, and others in 
the same category, some even sug- 
gesting suicide, the report of the 
commission of investigation sent 
by Generals Obregon and  Gon- 
zales is being awaited with great 
interest in the expectation that it 
may make astonishing disclosures 
and result in unexpected arrests. 

Even the extraordinary. session 
of the Mexican congress called to 
begin today for the choice of a pro- 
visional president have taken sec- 
ond place in public attention in 
view of the latest developments in 
eonnection with Carranza’s death. 
Meanwhile, the obituary eulogies in 
the press indicate a reaction in pop- 
ular sentiment, with a cessation, at 
least temporarily, of the savage 
criticisms of Carranza’s policy 
which have been prevalent. 


MURDER CAUSES 
GREAT REACTION 
AGAINST REBELS 


Washington, May 24.—Official in- 
terest in the Mexican situation was 
intensified today by the reports of a 
widespread reaction resulting from 
the killing of Venustiano Carranza, 
the deposed president. These indi- 
cations were accompanied by infor- 
mation that the de facto govern- 
ment might have to face almost im- 
mediately not only the problem of 
reducing Villa, the long-time rebel 
leader, to submission. but also a 
more importa it armed opposition. 

Reports reached Washington to- 
day from Mexico City taht men 
prominent in political affairs was 
Suspected of preparing to take ad- 
vanatge of the indignation caused 
by Carranza’s death to lead an 
avenging movement. as did Car- 
ranza when Madero was assassinated 
in 1943. 

Confirmation was received by the 
State department during the day of 
the failure of General Elias Calles 
to effect an adjustment between the 
new government forces and Villa. 
Ignacio Enriquez was said to have 
left Chihuahua Gaturday with a 
strong force to co-operate with oth- 
er troops in the pursuit of Villa, 
who then was reported at Boquillas.

HIGH WAR MEDAL, 
WON BY CHAPLAIN, 
WILLED TO K. C’S 


For the first.time since the con- 
gressional medal of honor was cre- 
ated the medal has been left in a 
will to some one other than the 
next of kin of the hero to whont it 
was awarded. This case is of par- 
ticular interest to Atlantans, since 
the hero in question is Chaplain 
John B. DeValles, of New Bedford. 
Mass., who at the time of his death 
was chaplain of the Sixtieth infan- 
try, part of the Fifth division at 
Camp Gordon. 

Chaplain DeValles, in his will. left 
the medal, which had been awarded 
him within half an hour before: his 
death, together with his other war 
decorations to the Elm Hill council 
of the Knights of Columbus at Dor- 
chester, Mass. The K. C. council at 
Dorchester has voted to build a 
monument to Father DeValles, whvu 
was the first chaplain to be award- 
ed the congressional medal. 

It has just become known that 
President Wilson had _ intervened 
shortly before the K. C. chaplain’s 
death to have the award of the med- 
al made known to Father DeValles

Status of Treasury 
Comes Near Causing 
Legislative Meeting 


Governor Hugh M. Dorsey indi- 
cated Monday that an extra session 
of the state legislature had been 
narrowly averted, when he called 
attention to the fact that there are 
now in abeyance state warrants 
amounting to more than $200,000 
which cannot be paid because of 
lack of funds in the state treasury. 
The governor declares that the sum 
Will be greatly swelled within the 
thirty days between now and the 
convening of the state assembly. 

‘In my message to the legislature 
of 1919 I called attention to the 
necessity for economy in meking 
appropriations in excess of. the 
state’s income,” said the governor, 
“while the budget commission em- 
phasized this fact in its report. 
When the appropriation bill came to 
me at the close of the session and 
I saw that it totaled much more 
than the estimated income of the 
State, there were three courses open 
lo me—to cut out many items and 
bring down the total, to veto the 
whole bill and call an extra ses- 
sion or to sign the bill and try to 
make both ends meet as best we 
could. 

“IT feel that there are no appro- 
priations that are not justified and 
the state’s money is being spent in 
the most economical manner. But 
the fact r2mains that we have had 
to hold up more than $200,000 wortn 
of vouchers and the total will be 
more than that by the time the leg- 
islature convenes. 

“The only remtedy is to remodel 
our system of taxation and increase 
our income. The tax bill drawn by 
DeJarnette, whom I consider 
one of the finest tax experts in the 
country, will come up for considera- 
tion this year, and, if it is not 
passed, something else must be done 
to relieve the situation.” 

Governor Dorsey indicated that 
the question of calling an extra ses- 
sion had been seriously ccensidcred, 
but in view of the fact that it is 
only a little over thirty days before 
the regular session it was decided 
to hold up payment on the vouch- 
ers temporarily until the legislature 
can aid the situation.

To Be American 


Senator Recounts List of 
His Beliefs and Says If 
They Constitute Radi- 
calism He Accepts the 
Challenge. 


New York, May 24.—United 
States. Senator Hiram Johnson, of 
California, candidate for the repub- 
lican presidential nomination, in an 
address here tonight, defined his 
attitude toward profiteering; urged 
that wealthy corporations be sub- 
ject to f(‘jyst taxes” in proportion 
to those of small merchants, and 
replied to the charge that he is a 
radical. 

“Had I the power I would en- 
deavor to prevent extortionate 
profits in the necessaries of life, 
and I would search for a mode to 
subject to theirs just taxes in the 
Same proportion you pay from your 
slender stores the immensely 
wealthy corporations which by 
means of stock dividends divide 
half a billion untaxed as income,” 
senator Johnson declared. *’This is 
a part of my radicalism.” 

“If it be radical to demand 100 
per cent service from public offi- 
cials,”” he said, “and to insfst wpon 
justice and decency and righteous- 
ness in government; if it be radical 
to preach that humanity have equal 
consideration with property, and 
that both be equally protected and 
conserved; if it be radical not only 
to guard what man has acquired, 
but to bring wherever possible a 
little of Gad’s sunlight into the 
lives of men and women and chil- 
dren; if it be radical to demand and 
require that rich and poor, high 
and low, big and little, alike obey 
the law; if it be radical to insist 
that great corporations pay the 
Same tax aS small merchants; if it 
be radical to fight with all that is 
in you, that just common folks 
may have the blessings of democ- 
racy as well as powerful privileges; 
if it be radical to scourge the in- 
visible government from govern- 
ment’s temple and to make the 
State, as California was made, a 
State for all its people; if it be rad-

Call money was renewed at 6. per 
cent and remained at that figure 
during the day, while sterling ex- 
change was stronger, with hints of 
further shipments of gold abraad. 
‘Two classes of securities seem to 
offer unusual opportunities for in- 
vestors at this time. The first is 
Liberty: bonds, which are selling at 
bargain prices, and the other is rail- 
road stocks. So far as the bonds are 
concerned, the public is likely to 
wake up to this opportunity of its 
own accord before long, but railroad 
‘stocks have been side-tracked for so 
long that they have rather lost their 
hold upon the public. 

The most unfavorable conditions 
relating to the railroads haye al- 
ready been encountered. Anything 
from now on is sure to be an im- 
provement. The freight congestion 
is more or less spectacular and has 
been immediate in its effects.

necessary to be done to rehabilitate 
it will be done. People today are 


paying exorbitant rents because they 
must have houses to live in. In the 
same way, they will pay whatever 
price may be necessary to restore 
our transportation system. 

An increase in freight rates is 
sure to come, and the country must 
make up its mind to expect it. That 
increase, however, will represent a 
far lower cost to the individual and 
to the community at large than a 
break-down in the transportation 
system. We have already had a 
taste of what this could mean, by 
the inability of manufacturers to ob- 
tain raw material or to ship the fin- 
ished goods. In some instances it 
has reached the point of enforced 
idjeness, which is something that 
cannot be tolerated in a day when 
every man’s labor is needed. 

Already constructive forces are at 
work. The physical difficulties of 
freight congestion are being  sur- 
mounted, and financial plans are be- 
ing arranged which will insure new 
equipment and reconstructed road 
beds. The question of labor is still 
a problem to be solved. 

Many inequalities hdve been pres- 
ent out of which the climax has re- 
sulted. The outlaw strike of the 
switchmen was not so much a strike 
in the ordinary sense, as a deter- 
mination to quit the jobs that were 
unprofitable. In the readjustment 
of rail wages under the railroad ad- 
ministration, the switchmen were 
largely overlooked. 

‘We have become accustomed to 
regarding all classes of railroad 
labor as highly paid, although 
switchmen have in many instances 
been getting so low as $25 a week, 
which will not support a family in 
these times, It is related that of 
°95 switchmen employed by Chicago 
belt lines, when an attempt was 
made to hunt them up and try and 
induce them to go back to work, 
only two of them could be found, the 
others all having obtained better 
paying positions. These, however, 
are merely incidental difficulties in 
the reorganization of our transpor- 
tation systems. The fact remains 
that the fundamentals are sound and 
that we are already receiving ample 
demonstration of a determination to 
do whatever is necessary to meet 
the situation.

“Maladies of this order,” said 
Hoover, “cannot be solved by eco- 
nomic patent medicines norw_by an 
extreme application of any particu- 
lar remedy. 

“Pressure of a larger demand than 
the available supply has obviously 
given every opportunity for. large 
profits, speculation and the ‘mark- 
ing id of goods on the shelf. 

ropenn Pressure Decreasing. 

“We can look for relief from the 
European pressure as European 
production. is steadily increasing 
and there is a consequent decrease 
in the demands upon us. 

“Our food exports of late have 
been on a much lower scale than 
during. the same period of 1919. 

“It was necessary to make use 
of inflation through the federal re- 
serve system of placing government 
issues, to finance the. war. an 
s 
subject to criticism. Inflation gives 
added facilities for speculation and 
profiteering in the midst of a worid 
shortage.” 

Hoover said there had been con- 
siderable profiteering, but he 
thought it could not be stemmed by 
prosecufion, for the same reason 
that “an economic force cannot be 


ijmanaged by a policeman.” 


The country could suppress the 
evil by either of two means, he 
said, the first and more desirable 
course being to reduce credit pend- 
ing a stimulation of production and 
reduction of consumption, and the 
second to vigorously regulate com- 
merce as was done during the war. 
Hoover thought regulation was sub- 
ject to many objections except in 
certain commodities, such as sugar. 
Turning then to the excess profits 
tax, Hoover explained that it was 
devised at a time when the margin 
between cost and seiling price was 
regulated by the government. It 
was intended, he said, to return to 
the public the undue profits which 
accrued to those producers who op- 
erated with low costs. But, he in-! 
sieted, the tax should have been 
a lished and replaced by a tax in 
another direction as soon as the 
regulation of sales prices was done 
away with. He added that since 
then the manufacturers’ had been 
adding the tax ‘to the cost of pro- 
duction and passing it on to the 
consumer. 


Says Tax Luxuries. 


‘Tt has had other malign effects 
in the stimulation of speculative 
expansion to avsorb tne large prof- 
its instead of paying them to the 
government,” he said. “A shift of 
taxes to place a greater pressure 
upon luxuries and non-essentials is 
needed. 

“During the, last. twelve or 
eighteen months we have had an un- 
doubted decrease in productivity. It 
has been furthered by a relapse 
from the high morale of the war and 
from the multiplicity of strikes aris- 
ing out of the disturbance of the 
economic equilibrium. On the other 
hand, the actual consumption of 
sugar, meat, flour and other com- 
modities of this ord@r has greatly 
increased and the growth of luxury 
expenditure has taken labor from 
such essential occupations as agri- 
culture.

are added to the nation’s ‘bill for 
living expenses. 


Rilames U. 8. for Sugar Price. 


The government will seek to ob- 
tain fair distribution of the coun- 
try’s sugar supply through a sweep- 
ing,investigation of sugar brokers 
who ignore conditions of their fed- 
eral licenses, Arnim W. Riley, spe- 
celal assistant to Attorney General 
Palmer, announced here tonight. 

Hoover charged the government 
with responsibility for the present 
high price of sugar because of its 
-failure to authorize the sugar equal- 
ization board to purchase the Cuban 
crop last year for v7, cents a pound, 
and upon announcement that the 
price of refined sugar had been in- 
creased to 22% cents—an advance of 
3 cents within a week. 

Hoover recognized the great 
shortage of farm labor, but he was 
not ready to prescribe freer immi- 
gration as the solution. The curtail- 
ment of the luxury trades would de- 
prive many hands of their present 
occupation, he thought, and cause 
them to drift back to the farms 
whence they came.

JUDGE LITTLEJOHN 
JARS POLITICIANS 
FAILING TO REPORT 


Americus, Ga., May 24.—(Special.) 
Judge S. A. Littlejohn threw a scare 
into Sumter-eounty politicians here 
today when he called the attention 
of the grand jury to the fact that 
the law requires a statement of’ 
campaign expenditures to be’ made 
by all candidates in primary and 
regular elections, to be published 
within thirty days after such elec- 
tions. None of the candidates in 
recent county and municipal elec- 
tions here have filed the required 


statements for publication and much 
interest centers in what action will 
be taken by the grand jury, of 
which Frank Lanier is foreman. 

An outstanding declarationin Judge 
Littlejohn’s charge was the state- 
ment that “we now have a law 
providing for the confiscation of 
automobiles carrying liqyor and it 
is causing considerable cdncern to 
certain people. But I want-to say 
that one of these days we are go- 
ing to see a law confiscating a 
man’s land if it be found that 
liquor is being made .thereon, with 
his knowledge ahd consent.” 

He especially stressed the neces- 
sity for county and state officials 
enforcing the _ prohibition laws, 
drawing attention to the fact that 
unless local officials do their duty 
with regard to these laws, resi- 
dents here can have no objection 
to federal officers stepping in and 
enforcing the laws for them.

In Chicago . Parade! 


‘Chicago, May 24.—For the first 
time in histoTy veterans of the civil 
war who served in the confederate 
army have been invited to march 
in the Chicago Memorial day pa- 
rade, ' 

There are 1,200 confederate vet- 
erans in Chicago and an invitation 
was sent out today by General John 
B. Thomas, commander of the llli- 
nois department of the G. A. R., 
and was addressed to General K. 
M. Van Zandt, national commander 
of the Confederate War Veterans’ 
association, at Fort Worth, Texas. 
The latter will notify the local units 
of the invitation. 

The letter sent General Van Zandt 
follows: . 

‘Fifty-five years have winged 
their flight into eternity since the 
close of the terrible struggle in 
which we were engaged, one 
against the other, in a war which 
determined the unity of states un- 
der one flag and one country. 

“During this period of time we 
have by peaceful pursuits devel- 
oped the swamp, prairie and wil- 
derness into the richest producing 
country on earth. 

“Since the dark days of 1861 to 
1865 the sons of the north and soutn 
have fought two great wars under 
he flag of our country—one. for 
the liberation of our neighbor and 
the other for the freedom of the 
world. Their blood has mingled in 
€{uba’s hills and beneath the pop- 
pies on the ffelds of France and 
Flanders. They were comrades-in- 
arms, so let us be comrades in 
peace. P 

“It is fitting that we celebrate 
this memorial day,together. There- 
fore, we, of the rand of the Re- 
public, extend to the Confederate 
Veterans’ association an invitation 
to march with' us in the Memorial 
day parade, May 31, as a tribute 
to the honored dead who gave their 
lives for their state and nation.” 

The Canadian war veterans have 
been asked to march in the parade 
also, and an acceptance of this in- 
vitatior’ will make it an interna- 
tional affair.
